QUESTIONS TOCONSIDER. 


“* Whereas, Enlightened public opinion 
and modern cilivization alike demand that 
differences between nations should be ad- 
judicated and settled in the same manner 
as disputes between individuals are adjudi- 
cated, namely, by the arbitrament of courts 
in accordance with recognized principles 
of law, this conference requests the several 
Governments of the world to send delegates 
to an international conference to be held 
at a time and place to be agreed upon by 
them for the purpose of considering: 

“*First—The questions for the considera- 
tion of which the conference at The Hague 
expressed a wish that a future conference 
be called. 

*“* * Second—The negotiation of arbitration 
treaties between the nations represented at 
the conference to be convened. 

“* Third—The advisability of establishing 
an International Congress to convene peri- 
odically for the discussion of international 
questions.

Dr. Bull handled the knife, and the opera- 
tion, which was an unusually difficult one, 
occupied about an hour. It was nearly 5 
o'clock, ‘however, before any of the phy- 
sicians emerged from the Minister's suite. 
None would discuss the operation. The 
first bulletin was given out at 7 o'clock 
and was as follows: 

“The patient was taken sick with ap- 
pendicitis Saturday morning. Symptoms of 
peritonitis rap!dly supervened, and an op- 
eration was decided upon by Drs. Bull, 
Delafield, and Shrady. The operation was 
done early in the afternoon, since which 
time his condition has been satisfactory,

As soon as it became generally known 
throughout the Japanese colony in this 
city that Minister Takahira had been 
stricken a number of his countrymen called 
at the hotel to offer their sympathy. 

While the operation was being performed 
on the Minister Japan’s greatest surgeon 
happened to be a visitor in this city, but 
he was.in complete ignorance of the plight 
of his countryman. The surgeon is Dr. 
S. Sado, Professor of Surgery at the Im- 
perial University at Tokio. He was at the 
Hotel Manhattan with a party of Japanese 
savants, who are making a tour of the 
world. When Dr. Sado was told of the 
condition of Minister Takahira he asked 
if he could be of any assistance. After he 
had been informed that the envoy was 
under the care of Drs. Bull, Delafield, and 
Shrady he replied that he felt sure he was 
in good hands. 

Minister Takahira is about fifty years of 
age. He has been in the consular and 
diplomatic service for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, and is one of the trained diplomats 
to whom modern Japan owes much of her 
prestige abroad. He is well known in this 
city, having served here as Consul Gen- 
eral for a number of years. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Mr. Takahira, 
who was operated on to-day in New York 
for appendicitis, went to New York to pur- 
chase a carriage for the use of the Lega- 
tion in this city. His trip was intended 
to be very brief, and as soon as he had | 
completed his purchase the Minister in- 
tended to return to Washington.

BROUGHT THEIR LUNCHES. 


While the line, never diminishing, kept 
the police busy, a few thousand men, 
women and children were camping out 
around the neighborhood. In every va- 
eant lot they were seated on the ground, 
some of them eating lunches, others just 
killing time. They did not seem to be in 
any great hurry. It was a fine day, and 
there was plenty of noise all around to 
Doz- 
ens of peanut venders, sandwich men, 
souvenir peddlers and newsboys reaped a 
harvest. 

The company’s officers—with General 
Manager Hedley personally superintending 
things at the northern stations and Super- 
intendent Merritt assisting him—tried all 
sorts of schemes to remedy the delays. 
When the rush was at its height at One 
Hundred and Forty-fifth Street, they be- 
gan unloading some of the expresses at 
One Hundred and Thirty-seventh Street. 
It simply transferred the scene of greatest 
stress temporarily. They ordered many 
of the trains, both local and express, to 
skip stations. The stations skipped be- 
came unbearably crowded. They tried 
Switching some trains back at One Hun- 
dred and Third and Ninety+sixth Streer. 
These trains were filled as quickly as the 
rest, probably by people who would have 
fled from the tunnel but for unexpected

prospects of a comfortable trip beck down- 
town. 

. The long and short of it was that more 
people wanted to ride than the tunnel 
could hold. It carried all it could—maybe 
less that it can accommodate after every- 
thing is in fine working order—but as many 
as it wanted yesterday.

TORMENTED THE POLICE. 


It was a typical Coney Island sort of 2 
crowd that packed the road. Children 
were on hand conspicuously, and the train- 
men said they thought at least five per 
Gent.’ were. of. the under-five-years-old 
class. Little boys, whistling and making 
themselves generally obnoxious, crowded 
fnto the trains in droves. Roughs made 
life a misery for the police, mimicking 
them and shouting defiance to orders. 

“ And what can we do?” sighed a patrol- 
man on the steps at One Hundred and 
Forty-fifth Street, as he mopped his fore- 
head. ‘“ We can’t even move.” 

Just then the policeman’s helmet was 
knocked from his head and trampled to 
pieces, and a gang of young boys hooted 
him. He swung out his arms, clearing 2 
space by main force, and grabbed one of 
the offenders by the hair. Then he let him 
go, remarking: 

“* What's the use?”’ 

On one train that left the bridge in the 
afternoon there seemed to be an excep- 
tional proportion of out-of-town visitors. 
An ola man, with an up-the-State cut to 
his beard, managed to get in and grab 
seats for his whole family—wife, daughter, 
and three grandchildren. A woman with 
& purple dress, red trimmed, and a hat 
showing decorations of cloth foliage, 
dropped into the seat opposite, planting a 
Youngster beside her. In less than a sec- 
ond the car was full to every strap. 

Some of the stations were skipped. At 
others a few more passengers managed to 
squeeze in. Nobody had gotten off when 
Ninety-sixth Street was reached, and only 
a few left there. At One Hundred and 
Third Street began a series of delays, and 
some of the strap hangers were irritated 
into disappearing at the next stop. Then 
the train, which happened to get a clear 
track for a few hundred yards, dashed out 
to the Manhattan Valley viaduct. 

Toward evening, when “‘ Grandpa and the 
boys” or “Grandma and the girls” from 
out of town and the hundreds of children 
from everywhere were beginning to turn 
their eyes off the tunnel, the rush up 
town relaxed a little, but there was not 
enough diffrence to make sightseeing 
worth while. The Brooklyn Bridge saw 
no let-up in its throng until after dark, 
and as late as 7 o’clock there was a short 
interval during which the loop and bridge 
station entrances were flanked by a line of 
people waiting to buy tickets. At the loop 
the line stretched a distance of 200 feet 
several times. 

The schedule of trains arranged for yes- 
terday was not of much interest, as it 
never worked satisfactorily for more than 
a tew minutes at a time, and then only 
along short sections of the road. Locals 
every three minutes and expresses every 
four—that was what the guards would tell 
you in the afternoon. After waiting ten 
minutes you were likely to see a train bowl 
past you, while the children from inside 
whistled at you triumphantly. 


MORE DELAY AT NIGHT. 


The vexatious delays continued 
night. At first the express trains 
affected, and then the local trains. The 
express service went wrong shortly after 
7 o'clock, and ‘for fully an hour the trains 
ran badly, witiil® the local trains made 
good time. Many of the passengers of a 
local train at this hour gpt out at Grand 
Central Station and took an express train 
for the bridge, thinking they would make 
time, 

After a vexatious wait in the station, 
while the local train they had left started 
on its way, the express finally got started, 
but only to stop again and again between 
blocks all the way to Fourteenth Street. 
In the meantime several local trains passed. 
At Fourteenth Street many of those who 
had taken the express left it and took to 
the locals again. By this move they got 
along all right and passed several stalled 
expresses on the way down. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock, when the express 
service was going properly, trouble started 
with the locals. A passenger on the down- 
town side of the Twenty-eighth S@reet sta- 
tion waited twenty-seven minutes for a 
local. In the meantime the up-town 
locals, the down and up town expresses, 
were moving smoothly. 

The station master at the City Hall sta- 
tion, when asked about the delays, insisted 
that--the trains had .been running like 
clockwork all evening. 

The officials of the Subway yesterday 
tried a plan at the bridge for controlling 
the crowds in the stations. At the bridge 
particularly the streams of incoming and 
outgoing pasengers-came in conflict, and 
the result was much delay and confusion. 
According to the new arrangement the 
passenger, having bought a ticket, finds 
himself in a passageway marked by wooden 
railings. Following that, the passenger 
passes the ticket box and then down the 
stairs to the up-town track. 

Coming down town the passenger on leav- 
ing the train and going up a single flight 
of stairs finds thls course outside the rail- 
ings which guide the tncoming passengers. 

The new arrangement worked admirably 
last night, and the employes at the station 
said that it was likely that the same plan 
would be tried at the other stations as well. 


LAD FAINTS IN SUBWAY CAR. 


His First Trip Underground Brings on 
Attack of Nerves. 


Richard Cowle, sixteen years old, of 
Third Avenue and Fourteenth Street, 
boarded a subway train north-bound at 
Fourteenth Street late yesterday afternoon 
for his first ride underground. He fainted 
away several times before the train ar- 
rived at One Hundred and Forty-fitth 
Street. From there he was taken to the J, 
Hood Wright Hospital.

Wants Torpedo Craft Produced. 

“The thing to do is to call on the Rus- 
sians to produce their torpedo boats, If 
none has been sunk it should be possible 
to produce the number which entered the 
North Sea little over a week ago. If this 
showing cannot be made, the Russians 
must explain why one or more are miss- 
ing. 

“But, however that may be, there 
seems to be no doubt whatever that at 
least two Russian torpedo boats reached 
Cherbourg in a damaged condition, bear- 
ing marks which indicate to my mind 
that they were objects of attack by Ro- 
jJestvensky’s battleships. The Blesty- 
aschtchi had her stem battered, and an- 
other torpedo boat had shot holes in her 
side. It is for the inquiry board to find 
out how these injuries were received. 

“I notice, however, that the Blesty- 
aschtchi is getting away as fast as pos- 
sible; she is already reported to be sail- 
ing east from Tangier. It may be that 
an effort is being made to have her so 
far away that it will be impossible for 
the inquiry board to get at her officers 
and find! out what they know about the 
North Sea horror. 

“Admiral Rojestvensky says torpedo 
boats bombarded his ships and wounded 
some of his crews. That is silly. Tor- 
pedo boats do not bombard battleships; 
that is not their method of attack. 

“There is another explanation of the 
presence of wounded on the Russian bat- 
tleships. The fishermen say the Rus- 
sians were on both sides of their craft 
and that shots came both ways. If that 
was so it might easily happen that one 
of the Russian battleships fired into an- 
other. Or the wounded may be survivors 
from the torpedo boat which Rojestven- 
sky says he sank. 

“I cannot help wishing that Great 
Britain’s arrangement with Russia pro- 
vided for the detention of all the vessels 
of the Baltic Fleet instead only of the 
four battleships now at Vigo. I believe 
some very important evidence is run- 
ning away from us.”

DELCASSE ENDED THE CRISIS. 


Was First to Suggest International In- 
quiry Into North Sea Affair. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 80.—The world 
will doubtless take particular satisfac- 
tion in according to Emperor Nicholas, 10 
whose initiative The Hague Convention 
owed its existence, the honor and credit 
of having proposed an honorable solution 
of the North Sea incident. Nevertheless, 
it is learned en very high authority that 
this diplomatic triumph was due to M. 
Delcassé, ‘the French Foreign Minister. 

When the Yellow Book of France and 
the Blue Book of Great Britain covering 
this incident are issued some very inter- 
esting diplomatic history will be disclosed. 
The great gravity of the situation, especial- 
ly in Great Britain, where the inflamed 
state of public opinion might at any mo- 
ment have driven the Government to ex- 
treme measures, and the danger involved 
in delay, were keenly appreciated in the 
French capital. 

France's stake was almost equal to that 
of the parties directly in interest, and the 
very peace of the republic was involved, 
as war between Great Britain and Russia, 
putting Great Britain and Japan in the 
position of making common cause against 
Russia, would inevitably result in an ap- 
peal to France to fulfill her obligations un- 
der the Dual Alliance. 

M. Delcassé, therefore, at the very outset 
went earnestly to work, as a friend of 
both countries, to find an equitable basis 
of adjustment. The opportunity came 
when Admiral Rojestvensky’s report raised 
a direct issue of fact. According to the in- 
formation here, M. Delcassé at once sug- 
gested an inquiry to establish the facts 
through an international commission under 
The Hague Convention, offering the sug- 
gestion simultaneously to both Govern- 
ments, through Ambassador Cambon to 
Lord Lansdowne and through Secretary 
Boutiron, in Ambassador Bompard’s ab- 
sence, to Count Lamsadorff. 

The idea found instant favor both here 
and in London, and on Thursday night the 
Russian and British propositions, identical 
in effect, actually crossed each other on 
the way to the respective capitals. 

There was, however, this difference be- 
tween them: Lord Lansdowne’s instructions 
to Ambassador Hardinge authorized him 
to submit the proposition on behalf of 
the British Government, wlitreas Count 
Lamsdorff’s instructions were tentative, 
and rather in the nature of a feeler, as 
Count Lamsdorff, although he knew the 
Emperor was favorable to the plan, had 
not yet secured the absolute consent of 
his Majesty, to whom he arranged to sub- 
mit the matter finally on Friday afternoon. 

In the meantime, on Friday morning, the 
British proposition reached the Russian 
Foreign Minister at Tsarskoe Selo, and on 
Friday afternoon the Emperor gave his 
hearty approval. Tentative instructions 
had been*’cabled to Ambassador Bencken- 
dorff at London the previous night, and 
without waiting to return to St. Petersburg 
Count Lamsdorff cabled Ambassador 
Bencken@orff specific authorization, in the 
name of his Majesty, as follows 

‘‘In a desire to bring everything that 
occurred in the Nerth Sea into the clearest 
light possible, our monarch considers it 
beneficial to submit the affair to an in- 
ternational commission of inquiry, on the 
basis of The Hague Convention, for thor- 
ough investigation. Your Exeellency is 
directed by imperial command to propose 
this means of aettlement of the question 
to the British Government.” 

The British proposition, presented earlier 
in the day, remained unanswered, Exactly 
what transpired in London when Ambas- 
sader Benckendorff presented the Russian 
proposition in the name of Emperor Nich- 
olas {s not known, except that Foreign 
Minister Lansdowne did not insist upon 
the question of precedence. The Emperor's 
proposition was accepted, and the same 
evening Count Benckendorff telegraphed 
Count Lamsdorff as follows: 

“TI have communicated your Excellency’s 
telegram to Lord Lansdowne. The British 
Government accepts, the proposal to sub- 
mit the North Sea incident, in all fits extent, 
to examination by an international com- 
‘mission, as provided by The Hague Con- 
vention.” 

The Emperor this afternoon received in 
audience Sir Charles Hardinge, the Brit- 
ish Ambassador, at Tsarskoe Selo. The 
Emperor and the Ambassador had a long 
conversation, Sir Charles also visited For- 
eign Minister Lamsdorff. 


‘POWER OF RUSSIAN WAR PARTY. 
Warning by London Times That North 
Sea Affair Is Not Yet Settled.

LONDON, ect. 30.—In an editorial

press some apprehension lest the enemies 
of Great Britain in St. Petersburg may 
everturn the good work accomplished by 
the reference of the North Sea affair to 
a commission of inquiry. The Times will 
say: ° 

“There is no doubt that an influential 
party does exist in Court circles in St. 
Petersburg which is animated by most 
violent enmity to this country and by 
an eager desire to precipitate a conflict 
with her. 

“The war party seems, not unnatur- 
ally, to be somewhat out of favor at 
present, but so long as the war party is 
ja-control of the Admiralty and retains 
the favor and support of some of the 
most exalted personages of the Imperial 
family there is danger that its authority 
may revive. 

“Its leaders may even seek to revive 
it by some desperate stroke which could 
be represented as irrevocably compro- 
mising the honor of the empire, a stroke 
which their authority at the Admiralty 
and their ability to reward or punish of- 
ficers of the fleet might readily enable 
them to deliver. 

“ That is one reason why we should not 
indulge in over-confidence that this de- 
plorable incident will certainly be set- 
tled as we desire. The prospect is fair, 
but it may again become overclouded. 
Dntil our terms are fully complied with, 
until the officers whose innocence its 
again being asserted have been brought 
to trial and punished, it would be rash 
and premature for this country to coun- 
termand any of the preparations made 
for contingencies that, after all, are not 
inconceivable.” 


JAPAN TO RAISE $385,000,000. 


New War Taxes to be Imposed and a 
Large Sum to be Borrowed.

TOKIO, Oct. 30.—From the most trust- 
worthy information it appears that Jap- 
anese financiers are determined on reso- 
lute measures to provide war funds dur- 
ing the coming year. These measures are 
estimated to produce 770,000,000 yen, 
(about $385,000,000,) part by new war 
taxes and 550,000,000 yen from loans. 

With regard to loans various banks 
are already pledged to providsa 300,000,000 
yen. One hundred million yen will be 
taken in co-operation by the Bank of 
Japan, the Postal Savings Bank, and 
the Crédit Foncier. 

The chief items affected by the new 
war taxes will be the salt monopoly and 
silk fabrics. Increased taxes wil] also 
be levied on land, Incomes, businesses, 
&c. Further customs duties will be im- 
posed, 

The war taxes for the current year 
are evidently little felt, and the addi- 
tions next year are not expected to 
cause any economic inconvenience. Or- 
dinary expenditures, both central and 
local, will be boldly curtailed. 

There is every prospect that the Diet 
will indorse this programme. 


ARMIES IN CLOSEST TOUCH. 


Another Great Battle in Manchuria May 
Be Begun at Any Time, 


MUKDEN, Oct. 380.—The armies are in 
the closest touch, and a general engage- 
ment may be precipitated at any time. At 
one point the trenches are only 400 yards 
apart. They are separated by a small 
stream, which is the only water supply in 
the neighborhood. 

By mutual consent there is no firing on 
the water carriers, who visit the stream 
with buckets. 

Several positions have already changed 
hands many times. It is related that in 
one village that had been taken and re- 
taken by the same men on both sides, Capt. 
Polkanoff, on being driven out one day, 
left a note in the hut where he had passed 
the night, saying he would like to know 
the name of the Japanese officer who was 
in the habit of occupying the hut in his 
absence. A little later Capt. Polkanoff re- 
took the village, and, going through his old. 
quarters, found the following note in per- 
fect Russian: 

“TI am Capt. Yamata. I would be great- 
ly pleased to make Capt. Polkanoff's ac- 
quaintance," 

To-day was unusually quiet along the 
whole front. The Russians are in the habit 
of harassing the Japanese in the trenches 
at night. Last night Russian scouts threw 
ea hand grenade into a Japanese trench 
near Sinchinpu, causing great confusion. 

The Russian scouts also discovered that 
the Japanese are moving many batteries to 
the front, though as yet all have been 
carefully masked. 


TOKIO, Oct, 80.—A report from the Man- 
churian army headquarters received to-day 
records a successful night attack against 
a Russian outpost and two unsuccessful 
counter-attacks by the Russians. The re- 
port says: 

“On the night of Oct. 28 a small force of 
the enemy attacked Wai-Tac Mountain 
and was immediately repulsed. 

“On Oct, 29 at 8 o'clock in the morning a 
detachment of infantry was dispatched 
from the Centre Army (Nodzu’s) against 
Wu-ming-Tsun. The enemy was surprised 
and the houses occupied by the enemy were 
set on fire. Wu-ming-Tsun is situated mid- 
way between the outposts of both armies. 
Using the place as a base, the enemy had 
made frequent night attacks against our 
outposts. 

“On the night of Oct. 28 a force of the 
enemy of unknown strength attacked an 
eminence near San-tao-kang-Tse, but was 
immediately repulsed."’ 


ST. PETERSBURG, Monday, Oct. 81,— 
The military situation has not yet devel- 
oped anything of great importance, though 
the fight at Buddhist Temple Hill on Oct. 
27 appears to have been a decidedly heavy 
engagement. 

It probably indicates that final moves on 
both sides are now occurring preparatory 
to another long and serious battle.

war is now in progress. He recalled the 
circumstance that at the time when, on 
Aug. 24, 1898, his Majesty the Emperor of 
Russia sent forth his invitation to the na- 
tions to meet in the Interests of peace, the 
United States and Spain had merely halt- 
ed. in their struggle to devise terms of 
peace. While at the present »pmoment no 
armistice between the parties now con- 
tending is in sight, the fact of an existing 
war is no reason why the nations should 
relax the efforts they have so successfully 
made hitherto toward the adoption of rules 
of conduct which may make more remote 
the chances of future wars between them. 

“‘In 1899 the conference of The Hague 
dealt solely with the larger general prob- 
lems which confront all nations, and as- 
sumed no function of intervention or sug- 
gestion in the settlement of the terms 
of peace between the United States and 
Spain. It might be the same with a reas- 
sembled conference at the present time. 
Its efforts would naturally lie in the direc- 
tion of further codification of the universal 
ideas of right and justice which we call 
internationa] law; its mission would be to 
give them future effect. 

“ The President directs that you will bring 
the foregoing considerations to the atten- 
tion of the Minister for Foreign Affairs of 
the Government to which you are accredit- 
ed, and, in discreet conference with him, 
ascertain to what extent that Government 
is disposed to act in the matter. 

“Should his Excellency invite suggestion 
as to the character of the questions to be 
brought before the proposed second Peace 
Conference, you may say to him that, at 
this time, it would seem premature to 
couple the tentative invitation thus extend- 
ed with a categorical programme of sub- 
jects of discussion. It is only by comparison 
of views that a general accord can be 
reached as to the matters to be considered 
by the new conference. 


CONTRABAND OF WAR. 


“It is desirable that in the formulation 
of a programme the distinction should be 
kept clear between the matters which be- 
long to the province of international law 
and those which are conventional as be- 
tween individual Governments. The Final 
Act of The Hague Conference, dated July 
29, 1899, kept this distinction clearly in sight. 
Among the broader general questions affect- 
ing the right and justice of the relation of 
sovereign States, which were then relegated 
to a future conference, were: The rights 
and duties of neutrals, the inviolability of 
private property in naval warfare, and 
the bombardment of ports, towns, and vil- 
lages by a naval] force. The other matters 
mentioned in the Final Act take the form 
of suggestions for consideration by interest- 
ed Governments. 

“The three points mentioned cover a 
large field. The first especially, touching 
the rights and duties of neutrals, is of uni- 
versal importance. Its rightful disposition 
affects the interests and well-being of all 
the world. The neutral is something more 
than an on-looker. His acts of omission 
or commission may have an influence— 
indirect, but tangible—on a war actually 


in progress; while on the other hand he 
may suffer from the exigencies of the 
belligerents, It is this phase of warfare 
which deeply concerns the world at large. 
Efforts: have been made, time and again. 
to formulate rules of action applicable to 
its more material aspects, as jn the Dec- 
larations, of Paris as recently as the 28th 
of April of this year, the Congress of the 
United States adopted a resolution read- 
ing thus: 


PROGRAMME OF CONFERENCHE. 
“* Resolved by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 


America in Congress Assembled: That it j 


is the sense of the Congress of the United 
States, that it is'desirable, in the interest 
of uniformity of action by the maritime 
States of the world in time of war, that 
the President endeavor to bring about an 


understanding among the principal mari- 
time powers with a view of incorporating 
into the permanent law of civilized na- 
tions the principle of the exemption of all 
private property at sea, not contraband of 
war, from capture or destruction by 
belligerents. 

‘“** Approved, April 28, 1904.’ 

“Other matters closely affecting the 
rights of neutrals are the distinction to 
be made between absolute and conditional 
contraband of war, and the inviolability 
of the official and private correspondence 
of neutrals. 

“As for the duties of neutrals toward 
the belligerent, the field is scarcely less

MANY NEGROES LOSE VOTES. 


Deprived, by a Kentucky Trick, of Their 
Registration Certificates.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Oct. 80.—The negro 
vote at the coming Presidential election 
will be smaller in Kentucky than ever be- 
fore, and this will be brought about through 
the ignorance of the negro. 

At the last session of the General As- 
sembly a bill was introduced by Repre- 
sentative R. P. Bradley of Hopkins County, 
making it necessary for each voter to 
secure a certificate of registration when he 
registered, and unless a voter has that 
certificate on election day it will be im- 
possible for him to exercise his right to 
yote. That bill became a law, and at the 
last registration this month all registered 
voters secured the slip of paper. 

Since then agents throughout the State 
have gone among the negroes securing these 
certificates on some pretext or another, 
making them believe that some change was 
necessary, and placing them: whére they 
can be used by Democratic voters. As a 
result thousands of negroes will lose their 
vote.

CALLS SUCH A MOVE CRITICAL | 


Wants No Legate at Washington—Says 
Rome, Not Madrid, Governed 
Filipinos 300 Years. 


Whe Rev. Percy Stickney Grant, preach- | 
ing to a large congregation last night in 
the Church of the Ascension, at Fifth Ave- 
nue and Tenth Street, announced that his 
subject would be “ Friendly Words to 
Catholics, with a Particular Emphasis on 
Friendly.” 

Mr. Grant said at the outset that he 
would regard it as unworthy and outside 
of his position as a pastor of the Episcopal 
Church to speak in any but a friendly way 
to the people of a communion which had | 
much in common with his own. He said | 
there were a large number of people in the 
Episcopal Church who could see no differ | 
ence between much that it teaches and 
practices and those of the Roman Church, 
and he looked at in the same light. But 
the one great difference, the one thing 
which no Episcopalian as far as he knew 
believed in or would accept, he said, was 
the authority of the Pope. 

“I do not want to be understood," said 
Mr. Grant, “as wishing to change any- 
body's theology, but I do wish to point out | 
to certain well-meaning and patriotic Cath- ! 
elics certain dangerous tendencies which [ 
see tn their Church 

* First and greatest is the temptation of 
the Church to take part in politics as a | 
Church. I was not a little amazed and sor- | 
rowed a couple of years ago to read in: 
The North American Review an article 
by a famous Roman Catholic Archbishop, | 
Mer. Ireland, entitled ‘The Civil Prince- ! 
dom of the Pope,’ in which he advocated 
the restoration of the temporal power of , 
the Papacy as ‘a very guarantee of its | 
existence." To give the Pope temporal | 
power means to give him a place in the 
diplomacy and politics of the world. 

“I have been concerned recently—not 
afraid, for it will never come to pass—by | 
the hope of the Catholic Church to have 
a Papal legate established at Washing- | 
ton. They have urged that this would be 
a desirable thing for our Government be- 
cause of its many millions of Catholic sub- 
jects in the Philipp'nes, which could be | 
more easily dealt*with through the influ- 
ence of & Papal legate. 

“But che Philippines have had just that | 
kind of a government for three hundred ! 
years, and it was a failure, The Filipinos | 
were governed not from Madrid, but from 
Rome. The Archbishop of Manila was a 
far more important personage in their 
Government than the Spanish Governor, 
the parish priest in the villages was the 
actual superior in authority to the Mayor. 

THE KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS. 

Mr. Grant said he had viewed with appre- 
hensijon the formation and growing strength ' 
of the Knights of Columbus, which he said 
he had been led to believe was forma 
primarily to get Roman Catholics into | 
political office He also quoted from “a 
prominent naval Chaplain,” without nam- 
ing him, to the effect that Catholics in ! 
this country should always put their | 
Church abuve their country. ' 

“From various observations,” he said, 
“and from many editorials, some of them 
in ‘Catholic periodicals, 1 get the impres- | 
sion that the Catholic population is about 
to change its political allegiance and to | 
vote differently from what it has in the 
past. If this be true, then I say it is a 
critical time for America. 

“If a great Church will shift its influ- 
ence from vne party to another it is a crit- 
ical situation. My advice to the Catholics 
is ‘Don’t.’ Don't make your ballot an in- 
strument to confer favors on Rome. Your 
ballot was given to you for the proper gov- 
ernment of this country, and not to advance 
the interests of any Church, Roman Cath- 
olic, Episcopalian, or Methodist. 

“Don’t forget when you exercise your 
franchise that you are an American above 
all and for the time must forget your re- 
ligion. Dun't forget that when a Church 
votes for itself it is forming a clerical party, 
and that in every country where this has 
happened it has begotten a conflict with 
democracy. 

* You see an illustration of it in France 
where a Republican government has been 
compelled to = the obstinate enemies of 
the republic who put their church above 
their country. Don't forget, my Catholic

Bishop Doane Preaches on Religion 
and Our Schools. | 


AMBROSIAN TE DEUM IS SUNG 


University Gymnasium Filled and Many 
Persons Turned Away—Faculty In 
Academic Procession. 


Yesterday's exercises, a part of the pro- 
gramme in Cclumbia University’s one hun- 
dred and fiftieth anniversary celebration, 
consisted of a “service of praise and ' 
thanksgiving,’’ hefd in the gymnasium at 
%:30 o’clock in the afternoon.. The sermon 
was delivered by Bishop Doane of Albany, 
preacher to the university. The Bishop 
said in part: 

“If I may condense into two phrases the 
points en which I am to speak to you to- | 
day, by the courteous selection of this uni- ! 
versity, I should put them into two con- 
trasted but not contradictory expressions— 
religious education—educated religion. In 
the first I say most emphatically that I am 
a firm believer, Education. if it is to be the 
drawing out, the development of the whole 
man, cannot omit the most immortal, essen- 
tial, eternal part of his nature. The Ideal 
school, the ideal college. the ideal universt- 
ty is the Church school, the Church college, 
the Church university. 

“But we are confronted with conditions 
in twentieth century America which sur- 
round this idea with !Innumerable diffi- 
culties, bevause in this as in so many other 
sericus ways it means schools, colleges, uni- 
versities of churches; and that means 
magnifying differences and multiplying di- 
visions. 

“The theory of religious teaching by the 
veneer of a verse or two of Scripture read 
in @ common school (that is, a school com- 
myn to all children) makes and magnifies 
instead of meeting the difficulty, because 
it draws lines among citizens between the 
Qld and the New Testament, between the 
Douay and the King Jumes versions. That 
the study of the Bible for its literary. quali- 
ties even refers to this question ig plainly 
preposterous. 

“Teaching religion without definite doc- 
trine is an impossibility, for undogmatic 
Christianity is an invertebrate imagination. 
It is hard for me to conceive of ethics apart | 


Mount and to avoid teaching the preacher 
of that sermon as ‘the Light and the Life 
of the World,’ is, to say the least of it, 
inadequate. And yet there is a sori of com- | 
mon law of morals which, thank God, must 
come inta vvery effort to shape and 
mold character, although unreligious mo- 
ralit lacks alike its cernerstone of 
its circulation of life- 
giving grace. We must have our com- 
on schools unreligious so fur as teaching 
octrine is concerned, but this need not 
make them Irreligious. And we must say 
‘hands off’ from our common schoo! fund 
to any denominational schools of any name. 
What solution can be found of all these 
difficulties, so easy to state, so hard to re- 
move?

NO PAPER CIGAR WRAPPERS. 


Revenue Commissioner Rules That Pack- | 
ages Must Be Substantial. 


Internal Revenue Collectors wil] receive 
to-day coples of a decision by Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Yerkes in reply to 
an application of a manufacturer of little 
cigars for permission to put up his product 
in paper wrappers in packages of 100, with 
the stamp pasted on the wrapper in such 
manner that the cigars cannot be removed 
from the package without destroying the 
Stamp. Mr. Yerkes refuses the applica- 
tion, pointing out that the law contem- 
plated only the use of wooden boxes, and 
that any substitute for them must he of 
such substantial character that it would 
be impossible to remove the cigars without 
entirely destroying the stamp. He is of 
the opinion that this would be impossible 
in the case of paper wrappings. 

The Commissioner has from time to time 
approved substitutes for the wooden boxes, 
but in each case the package has had to be 
submitted to him for exumination before its 
use was nermitted, and all substitutes ap- 
proved have been of pasteboard, tin, or 
other substantial material.: 

Mr. Yerkes Fas also denied the applica- 
tion of a manufacturer of full-size cigars 
to put up his product in paner packages tn- 
clesed in tin boxes. but with the stamp at- 
tached to the wrapper, several of the 
stamped pvickages being contained in each 
tir reneptecle, . 

This application is dented on. the ground 
that it would be difficult for the inspectors 
to tell whether the tax had been pa'd or 
not without opening the tin boxes and de- 
stroying the integrity of the package. He 
will, however, permit the use of the tin 
receptacle. provided the revenue stamp is 
affixed to the outside container, which must 
also have stamped on it the factory num- 
ber and all the other Information requirea 
on the ordinary cigar box.

THE PEACE CONFERENCE. 


The President has carried out in form 
the promise he made in September to 
the delegates of the Interparliamentary 
Union that he would invite the signa- 
tories of The Hague Convention to renew 
The Hague Conference. He appreciates, 
at the outset, the incongruity, to call it 
by no harsher name, of an invitation of 
this kind at the moment that the origi- 
nator of the first Conference is engaged 
in a tremendous struggle in the Far East 
and has been on the verge of another in 
the Occident from which he has not sure- 
ly escaped. But the President contents 
himself with meeting this unfortunate 
element in the situation by the remark 
that the first conference was suggested 
by the Czar at a time “ when the United 
States an@ Spain had merely halted in 
their struggle to devise terms of peace.” 
Had Russia and Japan got so far as to 
“halt” and consider “terms of peace,” 
the analegy would be more nearly com- 
plete and the inconvenience of the pres- 
ent action would be less obvious. So far 
fis this from being the case that since 
the President made his promise as to the 
Conference and the fulfillment of that 
promise. the bloediest and most stub- 
bern battle of the war has been fought 
and the exhausted armies are now facing 
each other in the first stages of renewed 
conflict. 

Profoundly as we sympathize with the 
purpose of the Conference and highly as 
we appreciate the good that it has done 
and may yet do, we cannot but think the 
promise of the President was hastily 
made, was not duly considered, was not 
duly discussed with other Powers, and 
that the present action is taken rather 
from a sense of the need of consistency 
than from any reasonable hope that any- 
thing substantial will come of it. Indeed, 
the circular note now issued is not in 
reality an invitation, but only a direc- 
tion to our representatives to the various 
Governments to bring the matter to the 
attention of the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs in each Government and “in dis- 
creet conference with him to ascertain 
to what extent that Government is dis- 
posed to act in the matter.” It may be 
suggested with all respect to the Presi- 
dent that this is a precaution he would 
have done well to take before publicly 
announcing that “he would at an early 
day invite the other nations, parties to 
The Hague conventions, to reassemble 
with a view to pushing forward toward 
completion the work already begun at 
The Hague.” 


JUDGE PARKER IN NEW YORK. 


When Judge Parker received the re« 
quest of the Business Men’s Parker and 
Davis Association that he appear and 
speak at the Democratic mass meeting 
to be held at Madison Square Garden to- 
night he was well aware of the changed 
circumstances which would make it prop- 
er and wise for him to reconsider his 
earlier determination to make no speeches 
in the campaign, except those addressed 
to visitors at his home. The speeches at 
Esopus were effective, but the time for 
them is past. With the speech of Mr. 
CLEVELAND delivered in New York the 
whole country is stfll ringing in acclama- 
tion. It would have had a quite different 
effect tf delivered at Princeton. 

But there are other reasons why Judge 
PAREER's voice should no longer remain 
silent outside of his own home. Day by 
day we are confronted with the indecency 
and the shamelessness of the perform- 
ance, whereby a private secretary of the 
President, advanced to the Secretary- 
ship of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, under whose direction is the col- 
lection of information concerning Trusts, 
for the public or private use of the Pres- 
ident, as he may direct, is subsequenfly 
appointed, or rather degraded, to the po- 
sition of Chairman of the Republican 
National Committee. The startling dis- 
closure of Senator CULBERSON has ar- 
rested attention, whereby it appears that 
Mr. Rooseve it did not communicate to 
Congress all the facts concerning the 
Panama Canal episode, but that he with- 
held facts that were material; that there 
is a sad and humiliating discrepancy and 
an trreconcilable difference between the 
message to Congress and a private letter 
to a friend; and that there was kept 
from Congress information by which it 
now appears that we were at least privy 
to this miserable secession plot. 

There is enough to stir the pulses of 
any Presidential candidate and to over- 
persuade him in living presence to ex- 
press to the people of this city, and 
through them to the people of the coun- 
try, just what his views are upon these 
questions, and to say sedspeed te the ef- 


this land to its old-fashioned standards 
of right conduct. 

If Judge Parker will also make it clear 
that he stands pledged to do what lies in 
his power to see to it that National pros- 
perity shall not suffer impairment at his 
hands, but that National prosperity shall 
go hand in hand with National honor, 
and that he stands unalterably for the 
promotion of both—there will then dig- 
appear a good deal more. precipitately 
than the Republican managers will rel- 
ish their main, stale, stereotyped argu- 
ment that the record of the stock ticker 
of high prices for Wall Street securities 
furnishes a satisfying reason for the con- 
donation of National misconduct, 


THE PRESIDENT’S SINCERITY. 


Freely and without hope of reward we 
offer to the Administration an opportu- 
nity to confound its critics. Democrats 


; have insolently asked why only $25,000 


has been disbursed out of the $500,000 
appropriated by Congress for the en- 
forcement of the Anti-Trust act. They 
have sneeringly inquired whether the 
President would rest content with his 
single triumph over the Northern Securi- 
ties merger combination when something 
like three-fourths of the railroad mileage 
of the country is operated under condi- 
tions of combination and monopoly made 
unlawful by the act of 1890. The Ad- 
ministration’s enemies insinuate, they 
charge, that its ardor against unlawful 
cembinations in restraint of trade has 
strangely cooled. The great men of the 
Trusts themselves who were:so lately de- 
nouncing Mr. RoosEeve.tT in terms of un- 
seemly bitterness now excuse their act- 
ive, zealous support of his candidacy and 
their contributions to his campaign fund 
by explaining that a great change has 
come over him. These charges.and insin- 
uations hurt—they make votes for the op- 
position. Feeling confident that the Ad- 
miristration will be. grateful far the sug- 
gestion of a method by which these im- 
putations of evil may be met and de- 
stroyed and the clouds of suspicion dis- 
pelled, we invite its attention to the fol- 
lowing statement, made in the columns 
of The New York Sun on.Friday, Oct. 21: 

The New Haven [meaning the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad Cem- 
pany] will secure in the:»New York, On- 
tario and Western, whose capital stock is 
$58,000,000, a direct route into the coal re- 
gions of Pennsylvania and valuable coal 
properties. The New Haven recently pur- 
chased the Central New England Rallroad, 
which runs from Springfield, Mass., to 
Campbell Hall, N. Y., over the Poughkeep- 
sie Bridge, which It controls, and by this 


means can effect a connection with the 
Ontario and Western. 


If the Administration requires confirm- 
atery evidence we refer it to the time ta- 
bles or folders of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad, which 
give for the information of travelers the 
time of arrival and departure of trains 
upon the above-mentioned line from 
Poughkeepsie to Hartford, the same be- 
ing this railroad called by The Sun the 
Central New England Railroad, which Is 
a line substantially parallel to the New 
Haven Railroad, and, under independent 
management, would be its competitor. It 
was reported and widely believed in Wall 
Street that the New Haven management 
has finally secured a majority of the cap- 
ital stock of the New York, Ontario and 
Western, which, with the line from Hart- 
ford to Poughkeepsie Bridge and con- 
nections, constitutes an available .and 
cheap route between the coal regions and 
the heart of New England. By its newly 
acquired ewnership of a majority of the 
stock of the Ontario and Western and its 
recent purchase of the Central New Eng- 
land, the New York, New Haven and 
Fartford Railroad Company has brought 
within its control a complete rival and 
competing line between New England 
and the coal regions of Pennsylvania. The 
coal consuming factories and the families 
of New England &re at its mercy, and 
under the decision of the Supreme Court 
in the Northern Securities case the ac- 
quisition of the power to fix restraining 
rates is in the eye of the law restraint of 
trade. 

The Sherman anti-trust law of 1890 
provides in its first section as follows: 

Every contract, combination in the form 
of trust or otherwise, or conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade or commerce among the 
several States, or with foreign nations, is 
hereby declared to be illegal. Every person 
who shall make any such contract or en- 
gage in any such combination or conspiracy 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon cenviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding $5,000, or by 
imprisonment not exceeding one yéar, or 


by both said punishments in the discretion 
of the court. 


Section 2 of the act provides that 
“every person who shall monopolize or 
attempt to monopolize, or combine or 
conspire with any other person or per- 
sone to monopolize, any part of the trade 


or commerce among the several States, 
or with forelgn nations, shall be deemed 


guilty of a misdemeanor,” and on convic- 
tion shall be punished as above decreed. 
In his opinion in the Northern Securities 
case Judge THAYER of the United States 
Circuit Court declared that “the Gov- 
ernment may intervene and demand re- 
lief as well after the combination is fully 
organized as while it is in process of 
formation.” It is therefore not too late, 
in the lawyers’ sense. Neither is it too 
late in the campaign sense. An instruc- 
tion from the Attorney General to the 
United States District Attorney for the 
Southern District of New York—or for 
the Bastern District, it doesn't matter— 
to begin proceedings against the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 


Company for effecting, or attempting to 


effect, a combination in restraint of trade 
under the terms of the act of 1890, would 
completely floor the partisan enemies of 
the President who charge that he has 


| surrendered to the Trusts, and would 


aimply electrify the country. It would be 
the greatest campaign argument possible 


forte ef am exquac’ peenle to betas haa ' te te made, and would impengnety 
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establish the President’s reputation for 
sincerity. 

The sense of deep satisfaction we have 
in giving pleasure to the Administration 
would be sorely marred were we con- 
scious of inflicting correlative pain in 
other quarters. We hasten, therefore, to 
assure President MELLEN and his as6so- 
cates of the New Haven management 
that if this article has put them in any 
peril of Federal prosecution the risk they 
run is, in our judgment, quite insurable. 


WHAT IT COSTS. 


Since the death of GAMBETTA, Who was 
a statesman of greater breadth and force 
than any of his successors has shown 
himself to be, the fisval policy of France 
has tended directly and with consider- 
able rapidity toward protection. The 
privileges granted by legislation have 
taken two forms, that of bounties for 
certain industries, notably shipbuildmege 
and beet sugar, and that of suppression 
of competition by taxation. as in the 
duties on cotton and linen yarn, spun 
silk, grain, and meats. : 

In a recent brochure, M. Yves GvuyrorT 
examines in a very careful and clear 
fashion the effect of these exclusive 
privileges on the trade of France, and 
especially on the cost of living. His 
demonstration of the burden imposed on 
industry by taxation of materials and 
the check on exports is interesting, but 
we shall call attention to-day to the 
study of the effects of special favor to 
small classes upon the cost of living and 
therefore directly on the general welfare 
and efficiency of the mass of the people. 
M. Guyot bases his examination chiefly 
on official statistics. He finds that the 
ordinary daily wage of what we should 
call unskilled workmen is throughout 
France 60 cents a day, in the Department 
of the Seine it is $1, and in the other de- 
partments it ts only 55 cents. For a 
workman of the common trades the 
average wage in France ts 81 cents, in 
the Department of the Seine $1.50, and 
in the other departments 75 cents. It 
will be seen that even at the highest 
and in the most thickly populated cities 
these wages wre far below those to which 
our workmen are accustomed. The hours 
of work are from ten and one-half to 
twelve. 

Now, taking the ration assumed by the 
authorities to be necessary to wholesome 
nourishment for the average family of 
four, M. Guyror finds that it would cost, 
throughout France, 80 per cent. of the 
entire wages of a day workman, suppos- 
ing him to have work for 300 days in 
the year. For the ordinary trades it 
would cost 73 per cent. Food and rent 
would consume 93 per cent. of the year’s 
wage. {f the usual cost of drink, either 
wine and beer or tea and coffee, be 
added, there is a deficit. Consequently, 
since work is not continuous and wages 
are not always certain, “there is many 
a household in France where beef is nev- 
er eaten.” By a series of calculations 
which we cannot describe in detail, but 
which we believe to be accurate and well 
within the margin of safety, M. Guror 
ascertains that the effect of tariff taxa- 
tion on food is to raise the cost for the 
better-paid workmen 14 per cent. and 
for the more poorly paid 17 per cent. On 
the other hand, by a masterly analysis 
of the statistics of agriculture, he finds 
that not over one in twenty of those en- 
gaged in agriculture can be benefited, 
and a much smaller proportion actually 
are benefited. By a similar analysis he 
finds that the proportion of workmen 
engaged in protected manufactures is 
very small compared to the number en- 
gaged in the manufactures that are ham- 
pered by taxation of materials. These 
are the workings of special privileges by 
legislation in our own land as well as In 
France, and the lucid exposition of them 
in that country has a peculiar value for 
us at the present time.

LETTISH RIOTS IN RIGA. 


The Slavic centre of Russia bulks so 
large that {t might appear like madness 
in small communities belonging to a dif- 
ferent race to begin a revolt, unless they 
are to be supported in their demands for 
reform by that huge majority which so 
far seems content to obey the bureau- 
crats of the Czar. Yet the little folk of 
the Letts, In Northwestern Russia, scat- 
tered through the previnces of Livland 
and OCourland, on the Baltic, is showing 
itself more restive under exasperation 
from police beadquarters in St. Peters- 
burg than the Finns, for example, a 
vastly larger people, who see their for- 
mer semi-independent identity destroyed 
in plain violation of old right and privi- 
lege. 

At Riga on the Diina, at Mittau, and 
other places where the Letts are numer- 
ous, there have been very serious riots 
this year, which began in local ferments, 
but can only be explained by the wide- 
spread discontent owing to censorship, 
repression of free speech, and the spy 
system. The Letts number about one 
end a half mfilions only, and for the most 
part consist of laborers, farmers, and 
fishermen, the upper classes in these

provinces being largely of German and— 


to some degree of Polish blood. They are 
distinct in language from the Lithuani!- 
ans who live in the same region, and 
their Protestant religion helps to sepa- 
rate them from the Orthodex Russfans 
and the Roman Catholic Poles, while an- 
cient grievances and the wall of caste 
and rank make them hate the Germans. 


| From the Esthes and Finns they are 


parted by the gulf of race as well as lan- 
guage; for the Letts are reckoned among 
the Aryan nations, while the Dsthes and 
Finns are Turanian. At Riga occurred 
last Summer one of those sudden tumults 
which are so surprising in these appar- 
ently quiet people. It was et a burial ip 
one of the suburbs when the people fefl 
an tie pellce-ané tried to threw them inte 
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the open graves. Another tumult oc- 
curred before the doors of a church, when

Russian newspapers, and cannot be com- 
municated by letter through ordinary 
mail channels for obvious reasons. 

The Letts have been cultivating their 
language for some time and publishing 
books and newspapers in Lettish, while 
a good many educated Letts have entered 
the professions. At first the Russian au- 
thorities enconraged this movement as 2 
counterpoise to the German influence, 
which -is strong in the Baltic provinces; 
but to their dismay they found that en- 
lightenment caused the people to react 
against Russian tyranny.. When the Czar 
recemtly issued an amnesty to celebrate 
by an act of supreme condescension and 
good-will the birth of a Czarowitch, the 
pardoned Letts and those who remained 
in prison were equally enraged. A revolt 
broke out in the prison near the Gov- 
ernor’s palace in Riga, and the prisoners 
who had just been discharged rushed to 
the aid of the captives, followed by dock 
laborers and sailors. Policemen who hur- 
ried to raise the siege were killed before 
help could reach them. This was done In 
broad daylight in the centre of the town, 
and {s commonly attributed to the revo- 
lutionary party which has managed to 
exist despite detectives and wholesale ar- 
rests, 

The Letts retain certain ancient festi- 
vals which show thetr pagan origin. On 
St. John’s eve the Diina at Riga is cov- 
ered with boats nung with lanterns, The 
rower and his family wear green wreaths 
decorated with flowers, and the boat it- 
self is decked out with shrubs and flags. 
The next morning the families move out 
into the nearest forest, singing and play- 
ing to celebrate with a picnic the old 
pagan feast under the auspices of St. 
Joun. This simple folk is a victim of 
indirect taxes which bear on the necessa- 
ries of life and sees its youth drafted 
away to be slaughtered for some absurd 
ambition at the other end of Asia. No 
wonder broadsides are slipped from hand 
to hand when spies are not about, bear- 
ing such mottoes.in Lettish as this: 
“ The Czar is a spider and we the flies in 
his net; the State is a vampire that 
sucks our blood.” 


PURITY OF WATER SUPPLY. 


Desirability of Certified Statements as 
to Quality. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

No doubt many of your readers have ap- 
preciated, as I have, the exposures which 
have recently appeared in your columns, of 
various evils affecting the public health. 
The most notable of these have been impure 
water supply, impure and factitious drugs, 
and peisenous alcohol. The first named o 
these has long seemed to me to fail mo&t 
notably in attracting even a small! fraction 
of the attention which its relation to death 
and suffering would seem to demand for it. 

That drugs should be genuine and pure is 
clearly important, that liquor sold as 
whitky should not be poison is of great con- 
sequence to those who drink it, but there 
{fs not, fortunately, need for every one, 
every day, to use either drugs or whisky, 
and when these are used there is ordinarfly 
some option as to the source of supply. It 
is otherwise, however, with a public water 
supply; every one uses it in some way. 
nearly every one drinks of {t every day, 
and surely in every community having & 
valid claim to be considered enlightened 
and truly civilized no practical effort 
should be left unmade to insure that wa- 
ter, supplied to even the poorest inhabitant, 
is wholesomely pure beyond reasonable 
doubt. 

It does not appear that water supplied to 
this city is hurtfully impure as compared 
with that of other cities. That it is pre- 
served from !mpurities to the extent that fs 
desirable and possible, {s reasonably less 
certain. If the number of deaths occur- 
ring and due to typhoid and some other 
diseases were caused by bad whisky, or by 
some form of violence, and the relation 
between cause and effect were as well es- 
tablished as in the case of impure water, 
there can be no doubt that the public would 
be more alive to the need of a remedy. 
With the number of cases occurring each 
year remaining the same, so that the ex- 
tent of affliction from this cause ts fairly 
predicable in advance, the {ndwid@ual fs, so 
long as the cause remans untouched, very 
much fn the position of one who should take 
a ticket In a lottery where there was a pen- 
alty to draw for instead of a prize. 

But the point that I would make, and for 
which I write this letter, is that for many 
years past it has appeared to be clearly 
shown to me, both from personal observa. 
tion and newspaper accounts, that about 
the time of year when people of the city 
are returning to their homes from their 
annual] outings there ever recurs a sudden 
fncrease in the number of typhoid apses. 
The cause {s fn many cases much more 
than a mere inference, but the inference 
is plain, and it prompts the question, If to 
country wells fs due this tncrease of dis- 
ease in August and September, how much 
of that which prevails tn all months Its 
brought to this city from other cities and 
places where the water supply fs known to 
be impure and where typhoid constantly 
exists to a very much greater extent than 
ever with us, and apparently without ex- 
citing alarm or receiving effective atten- 
tion? 

Whether he is selecting a Summer board- 
ing place for his family or ts traveling at 
any time to other cities than his own, the 
man who {s reasonably and consistently 
prudent finds himself faced by the ques- 
tion of the kind of water that he and those 
associated with him will be supplied with. 
To all such persons the assurance that he 
or she would be freed from the risk of 
drinking water dangerous to health would 
be of great value, and this need might be 
met by {ts becoming the practice fn hotels 
and boarding houses to have for inspection 
duly certified statements of the quality of 
water supplféd to the guests. Indeed, if a 
requirement for such exhibit were to be 
legally enacted {t would seem to be noth- 
ing more than reasonable; and there can- 
not be a doubt that the expert examination 
which must precede such an exhfbit would 
in the future, as it has in the past, reveal 
death-dealing impurities, often unsuspect- 
ed, and that the requirement itself would 
be the means of saving an incalculable 
number of lives and a corresponding amount 
of misery and suffering. J. H.

High Protection Effusion. 


Mr. Shaw's reply to Judge Parker con- 
tains the asual suppression of truth with 
which the high tariff arguments always 
abound. It fs perfectly true that the period 
from 1846 to 1860 was a period of unsur- 
Pasced prosperity to the American people. 
During the ten years from 1850 to 1860 capi- 
tal engaged in manufactures increased 90 
per cent., wages of workmen engaged in 
manufacturing increased 60 per cent., miles 
of railroad built increased 220 per cent., 
value of farms increased 108 per cent., of 
live stock increased 100 per cent., and our 
National wealth as a whole increased 126 
per cent, 

All this ts shown by a comparison of the 
census returns of the two years mentioned. 
During all this time we were under the 
beneficent influence of a Democratic tariff, 
which was passed in_1846, and passed for 
the avowed purpose on the one hand of 
raising sufficient revenue for the expenses 
of the Government, and on the other of 
enabling us to trade freely with foreign 
nations. It accomplished both results. 
Four years after its passage, Henry Clay 
admitted In the Senate that he would not 
advocate “reviving those high rates of 
protection which at former periods of our 
country were established for various causes 
—sometimes for sinister causes.” 

In 1857 the tariff was still further re- 
duced, and a majority of the Representa- 
tives in Congress from New England voted 
for this reduction. It is true that in that 
year there was a reaction from the specu- 
lation which had naturally developed in a 
time of great prosperity, but the country 
rapidly recovered from this, as shown by 
the census returns before referred to. 

It ts true, also, that after the election 
of Mr. Lincoln and the secession of some 
of the Southern States, business for a time 
was greatly disturbed, and the monetary 
interests, as Mr. Buchanan said, were “in 
a deplorable condition.” To quote from 
Mr. Buchanan’s statement of the anxiety 
and alarm in December as showing the 
financial condition of the country previous 
to secession, is preposterous, 

Mr. Shaw brings forward the old argu- 
ment that the object of the tariff is to 
protect American workmen. But can he 
point to a tariff bill which ever made any 
Provision for the securing of this benefit 
to the American workingmen? Does he not 
know that the Republican majority in the 
Senate, when the Dingley bill was before 
it, voted down an amendment proposed by 
Senator Gray, which limited the amount 
of the duty to the entire wage cost in 
America of the imported article? Is he not 
aware that almost all articles of steel and 
iron are manufactured in this country at 
a less wage cost than in Europe, although 
the rate of wages is higher? This has 
been frequently demonstrated. 

Mr. Shaw again brings forward the fa- 
miliar argument that if the tariff were 
reduced, foreign manufacturers would dump 
their products here in the hope of de- 
stroying our manufacturing industries. 
But does he not know that this country 
is far richer and has far greater accu- 
mulated capital than any of the countries 
of Europe; that the richest and most pow- 
erful corporation in the world ts the Steel 
Corporation, for example, and that in 
any competition of this sort, the Ameri- 
can manufacturer, to use a homely phrase, 
would “freeze out” the foreigner? This 
is so perfectly understood that it is ridicu- 
lous to suppose the attempt would ever 
be made. 

In a word, Mr. Shaw’s argument amounts 
to this: Put a high duty on all the neces- 
saries of life, enable the owners of coal, 
fron, copper, and other mines to profit by 
this duty, and increase prices of all manu- 
factured articles to the American con- 
sumer, and we will out of our sovereign 
bounty give the workingman a slice. This 
slice, in fact, he seldom gets, and when 
he does, it ls so taxed by the increased 
price of articles he has to buy that it is 
of no use to him.

Subway Plans of 1880. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A stationer on Third Avenue near Eigh- 
teenth Street is displaying in his show 
window a bound volume of The Builder 
and Wood-worker of the year 1880, which 
contains an editorial of great importance 
at the present time in connection with the 
opening of the subway. The editorial reads 
as follows: 

“ At last New York is to have an under- 
ground railway from the Battery to the 
Central Park. The scheme, as now pre- 
sented, is designed to have a double-track 
road of four feet eight and a half finches 
gauge, within two parallel archways. At 
the stations and at a few points where the 
grade line approaches unusually near the 
surface, and probably at points where four 
tracks for freight purposes will be required, 
it is proposed to replace the arched roof 
by one supported by iron girders. As a 
ru'e, the stations are to be undernéath the 
sidewalks. The Wifficulties in constructing 
the road will be very great, Inasmuch as 
a portion of the railway will have to be 
built below high-water mark, and at Canal 
Street will actually have to pass through 
a space where tidewater will be more than 
twelve feet deep. The enterprise fs in good 
hands, however, and will be carried to a 
successful termination. Mr. Hugh J, Jew- 
ett, the distinguished receiver of the Erié 
Railroad; Mr. 8. L. M. Barlow, Gen. Me- 
Clellan, and Mr. George Ticknor Curtis are 
among the Incorporators. Such men do not 
trifle with what they undertake, and we are 
assured that excavations will begin in 
October or November of the present year.”’

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OUR CONSULARSERVICE BETTER 


So Says London Writer, Comparing It 
with the British. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. ~—Comparison of 
the British and the American Consular 
Service ls made in a recent number of the 
London Chamber of Commerce Journal. 
“ Comparisons have frequently been 
drawn,” this article says, ‘between our 
Consuls and those of the United States of 
America, to the effect that the latter do 
much more to promote American commerce 
than the former do for the trade of the 
empire. This is undoubtedly the case, 
owing to the reasons we will endeavor to 
set out. 

“The American Consul has at his com- 
mand far greater facilities for gauging the 


trade and commerce actually transacted at | 
the place to which he is appointed than his ' 


British colleague possesses under the exist- 
ing conditions of the two services. He re- 
ceives all the assistance he can reasonably 
expect from the Department of State, which 
forwards to him all statistical matter relat- 
ing to. the general trade of the United 
States, apd, if required, the advance sheets 
of the reports of his colleagues on particu- 
lar subjects. 

“On the other hand, a British Consul fs, 
we believe, officially supplied only with the 
Board of Trade Journal and copies of Con- 
sular and diplomatic reports on trade and 
commerce, which, moreover, are not sent 
as soon as published, but in bundles once or 
twice a year. 

“An American Consul has not to per- 
form marriage ceremonies. His notarial 
duties are a source of income, the fees from 
this source being personal. He has not in- 
tricate legal questions to deal with, such 
as our men have, owing to our immense 
mercantile marine. He has not to bear in 
mind all the frequent.changes as to regu- 
lations relating to distressed citizens from 
& world-wide empire. He ts not the ‘ maid 
of all work’ for the-War Office or the 
navy. 

“We believe we are correct in saying 
that the American Consular officer ts better 
remunerated than the British. The salaries 
may average about the same, but with the 
fees the American ts allowed to retain he 
is, as @ general rule, better off. It is in 
what may be called administrative expenses 
that the American has a decided advantage 
over the British Consul. 

“He gets adequate allowances for office 
rent and clerical assistance, the latter 
never being refused when necessary. As a 
result—given men of equal - ability—the 
American has the advantage. In other 
words, an American Consul, who’ is not 
always a man of first-class education, is 
able to perform better and more appreci- 
ated work than one of his Majesty‘s Con- 
sular officers, simply by being able to get 
particular work done for him by a paid 
expert.”

One of the latest ideas to be propounded, and 
which will be brought forward at a future inter- 
hational postal congress, is a suggestion for an 
international stamp. There is no doubt that such 
a label would be a very great convenience, for 
merchants and travelers often feel the want of 
a stamp which will serve equally well in all 
countries. When writing to a distant country 
it is very difficult to obtain stamps to forward 
in case a reply is needed and as a means of 
paying small sums. An international stamp 
would exactly meet the case, but even before 
the {idea has been properly brought forward 
difficulties seem to have cropped up. 

A French heraldic artist has designed a label 
which has on ite face the armorial bearings of 
the countries of the Postal Union ranged in a 
circle in alphabetical order. So far so good, 
but the Inscriptions are in the French language, 
which has offended some susceptible persons. 
Moreover, the arms ere so small that it is al- 
most impossible to make them out, and there 
is no room to add any more should other nations 
desire to join the unfon. But If the stamp Is 
to be Introduced all occasions of quarrel must 
be avoided, and it will probably be found best 
to have the Inscription tn Latin, which can offend 
nobody, with the classical figure of Europa on 
the bul) instead of the mass of armorial! bearings.

“ARIZONA AMERICANS.” 
A Citizen of Mexican Descent Discusses 


Some of His Neighbors. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: . 

I have read carefully your editorial about 
the experience of the Sisters of the New . 
York Foundling Asylum who endeavored 
to place their charges in Mexican families 
in Arizona. 

I believe that you, being a true American, 
love truth and justice above everything, 
and therefore I desire to inform you that 
the Mexican families to whom these chile 


, dren were to be given were carefully see 
| lected before the American children are 
rived, both from a moral and from a finan- 


cial point of view. The priest did his duty 
without race prejudice. He read the cire 


| cular about the distribution and conditions 


of those orphans, both in English and Span- 
ish. . The Mexicans applied and complied 
with the requirements for the adoption of 
the American children. The English-speak= 
ing population was indifferent. Nearly all 
of the Mexican families referred to own 
their own farms, ranches, cattle, &c.. and 
are better able financially to take care of 
themselves than the “ Americans of Arte 
zona.” The heads of these Mexican famt- 
lies and their children were born and raised 
in Arizona under the American flag. They 
are able to write and speak both the Span- 
{ish and English languages, and they do 
not butcher it as do your so-called “ Arte 
zona Americans,” who are composed of 
Swedes, Norwegians, Servians, Canadians, 
and Dutch. who have been shivped from 
the old country to work our mines and 
make out of this portion of the United 
States a dumping ground. The majority of 
the “Arizona Americans” are’ not even 
entitled to cast a vote because they have 
not been itn this country long enouch, 
Probably the only claim you have to call 
them “ Americans” {s that they have bivre 
eyes, red hair. a face full of freckles. and 
long feet. The “low-down” Mexicans 
whom ‘you refer to [we didn’t, by the way.]} 
are nearly all native-born American citi« 
zens and voters, as the great register of 
Graham County will prove.

DR. ADLER PREACHES 
~ ON “THE SIMPLE LIFE” 


Tendency of Parents to Shield Chil- 
drén from Their Own Luxury. 


SUMMARIZES WAGNER’S LESSON 


Forget the Things You Really Don’t | 
Care For; Remember the important 
Things You Do Care For. 


Employing as the text of his discourse, 
the Rev. Charles Wagner's book, “ The 
Simple Life,”’ Dr. Felix Adler in Carnegie 
Hall yesterday morning sternly reproached ; 
parents who foster in their children habits 
of luxury. “Young men and young wo- 
men,”’ said Dr. Adler, “ are ruined by such 
selfish indulgence. Parents who éncouragsé 
it are doing all they can to prevent their : 
offspring from acquiring habits which are 
essential to their success in the .battle of 
existence. They are bringing to bear upon : 
the children influences which will tduce 
them to relax their natura) efforts for | 
good, when the aim should be to help the 
young’ to energize.” 

Every seat in the body of the house was 
filled, as were the boxes and a large part 
of the’ balcony space, members of the 
Society for Ethica] Culture comprising per- 
haps one-third of the audience, while the 
remainder consisted, for the most part, of 
residents of the upper west side. 

In beginning his address, Dr. Adler called 
attention to the fact that “ Tom New YORE 
TIMES, one of our leading newspapers, is 
new publishing ‘The Simple Life’ serially 
in its Sunday edition, which insures its | 
reaching hundreds of thousands of readers 
who otherwise might not see it.” Dr. | 
Adler declared that a large army of people 
were becoming appalled at the rapidity 
with which the current of modern civili- 
zation was sweeping them on, and were 
seriously considering whether the time had 
come for them to take the helm of life's ; 
craft into their own hands. It was his! 
object, he said, to augment, if he could, the 
number of such persons, and to encourage 
the reading of Wagner’s work.

What. an astounding circumstance! They 
may excuse their action by saying that 
they send their children away in order 
that the latter may escape the ‘ bad influ- 
ence of the city life,’ but, as a matter of 
fact, they are sent away that they may 
escape the bad influence of the family tree. 
The only rule for the wealthy, if they do 
not desite this condition, is to live as if | 
they were not wealthy. The root of all 
evi] in this world is the endeavor of one 
to thrive at. the expense of another. 

“How are we to account for the great 
popularity of this work? If it were 4 new 
work of fiction, an ingenious story with ' 
a telling climax, we could understand the ! 
hold it has upon us. I have heard some j 
say that it is not a work of genius. Per- 
haps it isn’t. But if it is not a work of 
genius, it is, at. all events, genuine. Some 
say it abounds in platitudes. I do not think 
this is so. A truth that is old is not, there- 
fore, a platitude. There are some truths 
which you have heard from the lips of 
others time and again, and which you 
yourself have repeated time and again, and

PROGRAMME AN AMBITIOUS ONE 


Big Stables Well Represented in Stakes 
for Eleven Days on Queens 
County Course. 


The last race meeting of the New York 
turf year enters this week. Three days 
more of racing at Jamaica lead up to the 
beginning of the end at Aqueduct, where 
seven months ago one of the most sensa- 
tional seasons in the history of racing was 
introduced. The Queens County Jockey 
Club, racing at Aqueduct, comes in for but 
a short meeting of eleven days, opening 
Thursday of this week and closing Tues- 
day, Nov. 15, but in spite of the fact that 
the club has somewhat unpromising dates, 
the Autumn meeting in every plan will be 
the most ambitious effort ever made by the 
club. 

With the end so near at hand for the 
Jamaica racing, the Metropolitan Jockey 
Club has made no special effort'to offer 
unusual attractions in the shape of stake 
fixtures, and so the Aqueduct stakes stand 
out conspicuously as events which have in- 
duced a singularly high class of entries for 
the late season. Stakes are set for decis- 
fon on eath day of the meeting, with the 
Aqueduct Handicap, at one mile and a six- 
teenth, as the feature of the opening day 
on Thursday. The weights for the Aque- 
duct Handicap are due to-day, and Handi- 
capper Vosburgh will be called on to equal- 
ize the chances of thirty-nine horses, two 


years old and upward, that include repre-. 


sentatives of all the prominent stables of 
the Eastern turf and comprise among the 
notable animals H. B. Duryea’s Gunfire 
and Mineola, James R. Keene's Israelite, 
Cc. E. Rowe’s World’s Fair Handicap win- 
ner Colonial Girl and First Mason, Sydney 
Paget’s Hamburg Belle, 8S. 8. Brown's 
Broomstick, Sim Deimel’s Africander, R. 
T. Wilson, Jr.'s, Dolly Spanker, and J. C. 
Yeager’s Leonidas. The big day of the 
meeting will come on election day, how- 
ever, when two stakes will be decided, the 
Creedmoor, at six furlongs, for two-year- 
olds, with weight allowances, and the 
Election Day Handicap, at a mile and a 
furlong, for two-year-olds and upward, 


with forty-six entries. 

The decision of the Stewards of the Na- 
tional Steeplechase and Hunt Association, 
rejecting the new steeplechase course at 
Aqueduct as failing to come up to the re- 
quirements of the National rules for stee- 
plechasing compelled changes in the Queens 
County programme at a late date, and 
brought disappointment to the owners of 
cross-country horses who had arranged to 
race at Aqueduct. The result of the elimi- 
nation of jumping races at Aqueduct has 
been to hurry the departure of the stables 
containing chasers to Baltimore and 
Washington, where contests between the 
flags will be run every day, the inaugura- 
tion of steeplechasing on the Queens Coun- 
tv course being postponed until next 
Spring.

ACTIVITY IN BILLIARDS. 


Cutler and Hoppe Will Begin To-night 
First Big Match of Season. 


What is practically the first match of interest 
in the billiard season will begin to-night, when 
Albert G. Cutler of Boston and William Hoppe 
of New York meet. in a 2,400-point contest at 
eighteen-inch balkline, with two counts allowed 
in balk. Cutler was formerly the amateur cham- 
pion of Class B, and since becoming a profes- 
sional has gained the title of New England 
champion. Cutler's style is like that of the late 
Frank C. Ives. His stroke is easy and forceful, 
and the reports of his practice for the match with 
Hopps credit him with averages of from 25 to 40 
and runs of between 150 and 200, All of these 
figures were made on strings of 400 points, which 
will be the nightly blocks of the two men during 
their six nig™®s of play. 

So far as Hoppe is concerned it is no longer 
possible to regard him as ‘‘ the boy billiardist.”’ 
He is of fair height, and his days of crawling 
over the table, which was regarded as a great 
feature, are gone by. Hoppe is nearly twenty 
years of age, but he is a clever youth for all 
that, and his two seasons of play in the Paris 
academies have rounded out his volume of bil- 
liard knowledge and skill to a remarkable degree. 
For the past few days Hoppe has bsen practicing 
at the Broadway Billiard Academy, Sixty-fifth 
Street and Broadway, where the match with Cut- 
ler will be played, and his figures have been ex- 
cellent. He has done about as well as in his re- 
cent competition in Philadelphia, when he made 
a grand average of 24 for 3,000 points, with a 


high single average of 321-3, and runs of 161, 
160, 155, 143, 128, 100, and 102. 


Wilson P. Foss, the several times Class A ama- 
teur champion, is engaged almost daily in prac- 
tice with Geor F. Slosson at the latter’s room. 
Foss is .m good stroke and he is keen to get back 
into billiara form. The reason for his practice 
is that he recently received a letter from the 
French amateur champion, Rerolls, stating that 
the Frenchman expect to meet Foss. in this 
country this season and play the return interna- 
tional match fey the amateur international cham- 
pionship. When the American and ths French- 
man met in Paris last season Foss was success- 
ful in holding the leading position for two nights, 
but on the third night Rerolle came up strongly, 
and with runs of more than 100 won the match. 
The contest was at eighteen-inch balklins, two 
counts in balk. There is to be another interna- 
tional amateur tournament in Paris next Feb- 
ruary and Foss has expressed his intention of 
entering and representing America. 


The annual meeting of the National Associa- 
tion of Amateur Billiard Players will be held 
within the next two weeks at the -Lisderkranz 
Club, Fifty-eighth Street and Park Avsnue, in 
which the National Amateur championship was 
held last February. Among the amateurs and 
followers of the game much interest is manifest- 
ed this year in the mesting, as it will then be 
decided whether the Liederkranz Club or the 
Hanover Club of Brooklyn will be the scene of 
the tournament.

CIGAR STAMP FIGHT STILL ON. 


Importers Planning to Evade Conse- 
quences of Change in Form. 


The independent tobacco trade !s watch- 
ing with Interest the plans of the Havana 
cigar manufacturers to counteract the ef- 
fect of the recent decision of the Treasury 
Department to change the form of the 
customs cigar stamp, so as to make it less 
conspicuous than formerly and avoid the 
charge that the Government was aiding the 
foreign manufacturers of cigars by guar- 
anteeing the quality of their product. Some 
interesting litigation is likely to be the re- 
sult of the fight. 

The Tobacco Trust, it is said, is planning 
to affix a stamp to its Cuban-made cigars 
which ‘will very closely resemble in size, 
color, and appearance the old import stamp, 
but, of course, bearing a different wording. 
The issue raised by the domestic manufact- 
urers is that this may be construed as an 
attempt to imitate a United States revenue 
starrp, in violation of the revenue laws. 

It is argued by the Cuban manufacturers 
and the importers of Cuban oigars, how- 
ever, that as the United States has aban- 
doned this form of stamp, they cannot be 
accused of trying to duplicate a Govern- 
ment stamp, this form being no longér 


used by the Government. The intention is 
to place it on the boxes in the same man- 
ner as the old import stamp was attached, 
the new stamp being placed vn the bottom 
inaend of on the side of the box, as for- 
merly. . 

The domestic manufacturers are consid- 
ering a plan to retaliate by imitating the 
export stamp which ts to be adopted by the 
Cuban Government, and placing the imita- 
tion on their domestic cigars manufactured 
from Cuban tobacco. It is asserted that 
there is no United States law to prevent 
this, unless Cuba places an export tax on 
cigars. If this should be done they might 
be P ed against under the law pro- 
hibiting the counterfeiting of any of the 
stamps or notes of a foreign Government 
having _a monetary value. If, however, 
Cuba should place a money value on the 
stamp it would add just so much to the 
rice of the cigars e and thus the 

ubans would play into hands of the 

erican manufacturers. d

BUILDING A VILLAGE 
FOR THE CITY’S WAIFS 


One Cottage Complete and Fifteen 
Under Way at Dobbs Ferry. 


CHURCH AND SCHOOL HOUSES 


New York Juvenile Asylum Has Invited 
Friends Out on Wednesday to See 
What Has Been Done. 


Fifteen cottages and a power house under 
way, with one cottage completed and fur- 
nished, will be the nucleus of a cottage col- 
ony which the Directors of the New York 
Juvenile Asylum will show their invited 
guests at Dobbs Ferry on Wednesday of 
this week. This is an important sociolog- 
ical movement begun by the society, by 
means of which it hopes to greatly improve 
the conditions of the waifs who come under 
Its care. The new home into which the so- 
ciety will move its charges, or a number of 
them, the first of the coming year, is 
known as Echo Hills, near Dobbs Ferry, 
and consists of a tract of 290 acres. Here 
as rapidly as possible will be built a small 
village. 

It will consist of pretty cottages, each 
accommodating twenty children; a church, 
@ conservatory, and two public school 
buildings. There will be a large athletic 
field and room for agricultural and horti- 
cultural pursuits, as well as manual train- 
ing. This village home is the outcome of 
the study of various children’s institutions 
in all parts of the world. The different 
cottages will be charming in both exterior | 
and interior. There is nothing of the in- 
stitution in their appearance, which is that 
of pretty country villas, varying in style. 
There is a pleasant living room in each 
building, and the cottage which will be ex- 
hibited to the visitors on Wednesday will 
show this rcom as it will be fitted for the 
boys, with books and games for their { 
amusement. 

Twenty residents in a cottage is a smailer 
number than is to be found in_any institu- | 
tion in this country, and correspondingty | 
good results are expected. One of the spe- 
cial features of the colony will be a sep- 
arate-room cottage for the boys. The blight j 
of the institute boy of to-day, under the | 
usual conditions, it is said, is his inability 
from year’s end to year’s end to have a mo- 
ment when he can be absolutely alone. To 
supply this deficlency this separate room or 
honor cottage has been planned, and to oc- 
cupy it will be a reward of good conduct. It 
is, if anything, more attractive in appear- 
ance than the other buildings, with a large 
porch in front and a bay window at the 
side. As if the other buildings, the sleeping 
rooms -are on the second floor, but these 
are divided, as the name of the cottage 
implies, into small, separate rooms, which 
take the place of the dormitories used 
elsewhere. There is a window in each room 
and a large bathroom on the floor. As in 
the other cottages, the kitchen, dining room, 
and living rooms are on the main floor, but 
in the honor building there is a square 
dining room and two tables can be set in it. 

As planned, the village will be in the form 
of a long oval, with athletic field and 
green in the centre, and at one end the 
village church and at the other the admin- 
istrative buildings. The girls’ group of 
buildings is at one side and a laundry and 
hospital are slightly isolated on another. |

New Haven Company Secures 500 
Miles of Road. 


HAS ACCESS TO COAL MINES 


By Outlet to Great Lakes Can Now 
Regulate and Name Western 
Trunk Line Rates. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 30.—It is defi- 
nitely announced that the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company at 
a meeting of its Directors last Wednesday, 


all but two being present, voted with sub- } 


stantial unanimity to accept an option of- 
fered by Kuhn, Loeb & Co., on a majority 
of the Ontario and Western stock. The 
price paid is $45 a share, ex dividend, and 
all the arrangements for the’ temporary 
financing extended over some months have 
been made. 

At the meeting the question of a lease of 


the Ontario and Western on the basis of ; 


1% per cent. on the stock for five years, 
rising to 2 per cent. at periods of five years 
hereafter, was considered. But as it was 
found that this plan required the assent of 
the New York Central Company, it was 
dropped. 

It is probable, however, that the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Company will make provision for the minor- 
ity holders of the Ontario and Western 
Company, 
$40 per share of stock. But whether the 
New Haven Company will finance the plan 
by issues of debenture bonds or stock is a 
matter to be determined the Directors of 
that corporation. 

By the new purchase the New Haven 
Company acquires about 500 miles of road, 
of which some 150 miles west of Cornwall, 
N. Y., is in process of double tracking. 
From Cornwall to Weehawken the road 
has trackage rights over the West Shere 
under a contract which has about 175 
years to run, based upon passenger and ton 
mileage. The contract also gives very 
large terminal privileges for the same pe- 
riod at the West Shore terminal properties 
at Weehawken. 

The most important feature, however, of 
the transaction is the fact that for the first 
time in New England railroad history it 
gives a great New England carrying cor- 
poration access to the coal mines on the 
one hand and to the great lakes on the 
other, and, by virtue of the latter exten- 
Sion, the power of regulating and naming 
Western trunk line rates. 

From Oswego to Buffalo, a distance of 
about 140 miles, the Ontario and Western 
has a traffic agreement with the Rome, 
Watertown and Ogdensburg Railroad. This 


contract is not, as in the case of the West 
Shore terminal, a permanent one, but by a 
new line to Buffalo and Niagara, easily 
constructed on low grades, the Ontario and 
Western can readily in the future connect 
with the Gould system and the Canadian 
trunk lines. 

It is understood that the New Haven 
Road was forced to take this step imme- 
diately by fears lest the trunk lines should 
endeavor to pare down its percentages on 
the through business to and from the West 
and also from the fact that last Spring it 
was defeated in a plan of securing the Le- 
high and Hudson River Railroad connection 
with the coal fields by the intervention of 
the trunk and coal line Presidents. 

A feature of the plan is that the New Ha- 
ven Railroad Company feels that it will be 
compelled ere long to use anthracite upon 
its locomotives, freight as well as passen- 
ger, much more extensively than hereto- 
fore. Mining and carrying its own coal, of 
which it uses a million and a half tons a 
year, at a present cost of about $5,000,000, 
the New Haven Company will prospectiveiy 
by this arrangement save about $1.25 a ton. 

The immediate cost of acquirin the 
Ontario and Western to the New ivvan, 
will be about $460,000 a year, or about 
$1,000,000 per year if the full amount of 
stock is taken in. Steps must be taken 
for the double tracking of the system from 
the Poughkeepsie bridge to New Haven 
and probably of the Highland division. 


No Promises to Minority. 


The current stories that in the deal by 
which the Ontario and Western was sold 
to the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford the minority interests had had as- 
surance of equal treatment with the ma- 
jority were declared yesterday to have been 
untrue by one who is in position to know 
the facts in the matter. This man stated 
that no statement was ever made to the 
effect that the minority would receive the 
same terms as the majority. 

The informant of THe Times, who made 
this statement, declared that if Wall 


Street was led to understand that the terms 
of a sale would include the minority, it 
was led by some one who was neither 
in the position to know the facts nor had 
authority to make any statement regard- 
ing them. 


CHINESE BOY NOT ABASHED. 


Five-Year-Old Deserted on Street Car 
Knew Father’s Address. 


Ching Wee, a five-year-old bit of a Chi- 
nese, dressed like a Prince of the Orient be- 
cause he happened to be a boy, had the hap- 
piest day of his life yesterday in the East 
One Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street Po- 
lice Station. He was such a cunning charge 
that the big policemen forgave him for be- 
ing a Mongolian, fed b‘m sweets, trotted him 
on their Knees, and in every way made 
much of him. Ching Wee spoke very good 
English. 

The boy was feund asleep on a Second 
Avenue car. A woman, seeing that there 


appeared to be no one \’ith him, woke him 
up and asked him who he might be. 

‘““Me Ching Wee. Live 1t 11 Pell,” said 
the droll little chap. ‘‘ Lady lost me.” 

The conductor handed him over to Police- 
man Monnehan, who took wim to the sta- 
tion house.

Policeman Umenger was called 
and he made a similar statement. He was 
positive Emma Klein was the woman ar- 
rested and bailed out. A third witness also 
identified her. 

Lowenstein’s clerk whispered to him that 
Emma Klein was not the prisoner, and the 
lawyer asked that the policemen and their 
witnesses be sent into a side room for a 
moment. 

“Your Honor,” said Lowenstein, after 
the witnesses hal left the court room, “ this 
woman is a stranger to us. She does not 
figure in this case. She is not a prisoner. 
We do not know her. She is not the woman 
the police arrested lastynight. She is not 
the woman who was bé&iled out. We can 
prove it.”’

TRENTON POTTERS MAY STRIKE. 


Jiggermen Kick at Wage Readjustment 
—Trade as Whole Benefited.

TRENTOW, Oct. 30.—In all likelihood the 
2,500 potters of Trenton will quit work in 
the potteries before the end of the week 
in a very curious strike. The new scale of 
wages agreed to by all the potters and the 
manufacturers alike goes into effect on 
Tuesday morning. 

This scale was intended to equalize the 
wages paid east and west and also to make 
the different branches of the craft uniform 
in wages. The jiggermen, comprising ten 
per cent. of the operative potters, refused 
to abide by their agreement because in the 
plan for uniformity of wage they were cut 
a trifle, although the aggregate wage paid 
to all workmen will be an increase of 3 
per cent. The jiggermen declare they will 
go out on Tuesday morning. The plants 
cannot run more than four days without 
them. 


NEWARK HALLOWE’EN PARADE. 


More Than 2,000 Expected in Line—New 
Plan This Year. 


NEWARK, Oct. 30.—The Hallowe'en cel- 
ebration here to-morrow night will be in 
the form of the New Orleans Mardi Gras 
instead of a crowding, jostling, fantastic 
crowd as heretofore. Owing to the great 
increase every year in the number who.at- 
tire themselves in grotesque costumes on 
that night, it was found necessary a year 
ago to put the entire police force on the 
main streets and keep the thousands of 
maskers from parading on the sidewalks. 

This caused considerable dissatisfaction 
among the merrymakers, and in conse- 


quence a committee of citizens took hold of 
the affair this year, and it will be con- 
ducted in the form of a monster parade, 
with floats, historical and allegorical, 
comic and serious. Each of the four news- 
papers in town has furnished a full band 
to escort the paraders, and the citizens 
have furnished several other bands and 
numerous drum corps.
